Test of Anti-Hanna Forces’ Strength

Columbus, O., December 29.—There was

,On the question of his candidacy for the 
speakership Representative Mason is non- 
committal. It is significant that*the demo- 
cratic state headquarters are located in 
the same hotel. Allen O. Myers is the ap- 
parent leader of the democrats in the pro- 
posed fusion with the anti-Hanna republi- 
cans. Mr. Myers has given out that the 
democratic members of the house will sup- 
port Representative Mason for speaker and 
C. H. Gerrish, of Columbus, one of Mr. 
Kurtz's lieutenants, for clerk of the house, 
in opposition to John R. Malloy. The anti- 
Hanna republicans, it is generally under- 
stood, are to turn all the other offices of 
the house over to the democrats in consid- 
eration of the men chosen by Mr. Kurtz 
for speaker and clerk. 

A conference of democratic members. of 
the legislature and party leaders is to be 
held here Friday to discuss the proposed 
fusion with the anti-Hanna republicans.

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SENATORS FOR FREE SILVER. 


Ex-Governor Hauser, of Montana, 

Speaks of the Situation in West. 

New York,. December 29.—Ex-Governor 
Samuel T. Hauser, of Montana, who is 
stopping at the Fifth Avenue hotel, de- 
clares that free silver sentiment is steadily 
growing in the west. 

“Senator Carter, of my state,” he said, 
“Is a bimecallist—that is, he voted for 
President McKinley—and yet he believes in 
the use of the two metals.**Bimetailism, 
you see, is a beantiful euphemism for free 
silver. A democrat or a republican who 
supported Mr. Bryan‘is called a free silver- 
ite without any verbal embroidery: ‘Tom’ 
Carter is true to the white metal, ind I 
hear that he has borne the gailing yoke of 
bimetallism long enough and with five 
other senators will soon revolt and join the 
free silver cause. The other five senators 
who will throw off the yoke are Shoup, 
Wilson, Wolcott, Hansbrough and Chand- 
ler. These six men, leaving the adminis- 
tration, will weaken the numbers support- 
ing gold standard measures.”’ 

“Do you mean to say that they will leave 
the republican party?’ was asked. 

“I do not say that, but they will fight 
Secretary Gage’s gold standard scheme, 
which is supposed to*be sanctioned by the 
| president. They will no longer hide them- 
selves under ‘bimetallism,’ but will come 
out for the white metal. Senator Wolcott's 
mission to Europe to bring about inter- 
national bimetallism was a failure. Europe 
will not have free silver and we might as 
well give up that dream. If we ever have 
it we must take the initliative.’’ 

“How about the cry that silver and wheat 
rise and fall in price together?” 

“Any deaf and dumb and blind idiot 
could understand 'that a great shortage in 
wheat in India and the Argentine caused 
the rise in the price. If an average of the 
prices should be made every ten years it 
would be seen that wheat and silver kept 
well together in prices. It makes me fa- 
tigued to hear the arguinents advanced by 
gold standard men. Why, th‘s deviation in 
oe price is the exception to prove the 
rule.”’

LARGE AMOUNT 


Disappearance of the Brunswick Agent of 
Southern: Express Company. 


WROTE LETTER TO HIS WIFE 


Stating That He Was Short in His 
Accounts and Must Leave. 


THEN HE GRABBED ALL MONEY IN SIGHT 


His Friends Believe He Was Crazed 
Through Shortage on Books and 
Feared Disgrace. 


Brunswick, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)— 
P. H. Mabry disappeared today with $5,000 
consigned to the Brunswick Savings and 
Trust Company and $5,000 consigned to the 
National Bank of Brunswick. This cur- 
rency was shipped by the Savannah Bank- 
ing and Trust Company, arriving at 11 
o'clock last night. 

In addition, Mabry ts supposed to have 
taken $4,500 placed in the express office by 
the Johnston Steamship line last night. 
Other shortages may develop tomorrow. 

Mabry’s safe is locked. The combination 
will arrive from Chattanooga tomorrow. 

Mabry’s shortage and flight’ became 
known early today. Last night Route Agent 
Lovett arrived to check up the office. 
Mabry worked al! night and checked him- 
self up $500 short. After vainless figuring 
trying to find ft, he wrote a three-page 
letter to his wife, couched in the most af- 
fectionate terms. In it he stated that he 
was short and did not know where the 
money was, and Route Agent Lovett would 
today discover the shortage and probably 
jail him. The disgrace was too much for 
him to face, and he took $10,000 then on 
hand, and left. If apprehended, he would 
kill himself. For his wife and dear old 
mother he prayed God’s blessings, and the 
hope that they would not suffer through 
him. To them he would. send money to 
keep them from want. In a chest at home 
he left $500 for them. This latter was the 
money Mrs. Mabry gave to Agent Lovett 
through a friend’s advice. 

Mabry’s Friends Working for Him. 

Immediately on the news getting out, 
Mabry’s friends began to consult. It was 
learned he was in Brunswick at 6 o’clock 
this morning. He visited his wife’s room 
for a few minutes and left, apparently in 
a distressed mood. She apprehended 
trouble, and followed. His old clothes were 
left behind, and he carried a satchel with 
him out of the back door. Parties reported 
seeing him in the western part of Bruns- 
wick later. 

While Attorney Kay and Agent Lovett 
were tn consultation over . apprehending 
Mabry, his friends were at work trying to 
lecate him. He was universally liked, and 
it is believed when located he will be glad 
to return with the monéy. His record of 
twelve ‘years with the express company 
and several years in| Brunswick is irre- 
proachable. His habits were temperate and 
his home life exceedingly happy and eco- 
nomical. If he is short any amount 
previous to the $10,000 shortage, every one 
believes it was not intentional, and that 
Mabry did not use the money. If Mabry 
will return with the money he took last 
night his friends will aid him in the short- 
age through errors. Every one in Bruns- 
wick believes Mabry was cragy through 
fear of possible disgrace, and all over 
Brunswick there is regret expressed that 
he did not ask his friends for aid. It is not 
believed he will be prosecuted if he now 
returns. 

His wife is prostrated over his disappear- 
ance, and friends of the family left tonight 
for Atlanta to comfort his aged mother, 
who lives there. 

Express Officers Investigating.

Each 
pcstoffice was at the end of a branch line 
of railroad; in each case.the postottice safe 
door was blown off its es with dyna- 
mite and im each instance the telegraph 
wires were tampered with; to prevent de- 
tection. . , : 

All of the robberies were carefully plan- 
ned, and entirely successful.’ The first rob- 
bery was at Tsylcraville, where several 
hundred dollars in cash and stamps was 
secured, the secend at Mocksville, where 
the robbers made a rich haul, and the 
third at Leaksville. where they secured @ 
considerable sum. Besides these there have 
been been balf a dozen othe? postal rob- 
beries in the state, and several safe rob- 
beries that are laid at the doors of the 
same gang. 

The gang is thought to consist of five. 
expert robbefs, an old man being the ad- 
vence agent and planning the games. One 
of the hangers-on of the gang was 
in jail at Winston during the tobacco fire 
and made a partial confession .to a govern- 
ment detective, but the robbers are sharp 
and have baffled the government agents. In 
this state they have securéd some $6,000 in 
booty. Before beginning operations here 
they robbed a number of ‘postoffices in 
Virginia and West Virginia. -

WAITING FOR COMMISSIONERS. 


Disappointment ‘Over the Non-Arrival 
of Canalejas and Scovel. 


Havana, December 29.—Many friends of 
‘Senor Canalejas and Mr. Sylvester Scovel, 
correspondent of The New York World, 
went té the railroad station today to meet 
them and were greatly disappointed at their 
non-arrival. They are confidently expected 
tomorrow. News has arrived here ahead 
of them this evening that Mr. Scovel is 
hack from the field. after having presented 
President McKinley’s letter to General Max- 
imo Gomez. 

The rumor that Mr. Scovel had been sen- 
tenced to death appears to have ween well 
founded. The insurgents sent word to Gen- 
eral Gomez’s camp that two Americans— 
Senor Madrigal and Mr. Scovel—were on 
their way to induce General Gomez to sur- 
render, General Gomez. enraged.’ directed 
that both be courtmartialed on the spot, 
but on learning that they were special cn- 
voys from Secretary Sherman, acting un- 
der orders of President’ McKinley, he in- 
structed that they be released and ogreed 
to meet them. 

Senor Madrigal, United States consul at 
Sancti Spiritus, explained to General Go- 
mez that President ‘McKinley, in accord- 
‘ance with a promise to Spain to use his 
friendly influence with the insurgents to 
bring the war to an end, had selected him- 
self (Senor Madrigal) and Mr. Scovel to car- 
ry out the mission. He then. presented Sec- 
retary Sherman’s letter to General Gomez. 
The latter had the same tranalated to him 
“and gave orders that the commissioners 
‘should be treated with all consideration. 
He fixed an appointment for the following 
day, promising during the Interval to con- 
fér with the Cuban government with <-efer- 
efnee to the action to be taken. 

The following morning General Gomez 
assured Senor Madrigal and Mr. Scovel 
that he was much pleased with the interest 
shown by the American government in the 
welfare of the island of Cuba anid that he 
would reply to President MciKnley through 
the representative of the Cuban eovern- 
ment at Washington, as he (General Go- 
mez) was not allowed to correspond direct- 
ly with foreign powers. 

It is understood that Senor Canalejas is 
returning to Havana for good, having given 
up his proposed visit to easterri Cuba.

This was so 
powerfully influencing European opinion 
that the pope.took occasion on Christmas 
to address an important communication to 
his nuncio at Midrid. 

The pope declared emphatf{cally that the 
vatican upholds every form of legal gov- 
ernment which is not anti-Christian in its 
character. He proceeds then to discuss the 
Spanish situation and calls the Carlists to 
account, stating that they no less than 
other subjects of Spain owe implicit alle- 
giance to the reigning monarchy and must

cover purposes that are ulterior to the 
proper aims and objects of the. church. 
This will lend to circumvent the Carlist 
plots, and in a large degree will shear 
them of importance, as the main hold of the 
Carlists thas been the positive sympathy 
received from the Catholic priesthood. of 
Spain. It will solve, or at least modify, 
the dilemma of the present ministry, 
Following this pronunciamento, the pope 
deals with the existing war and sends his 


son, the present king of Spain. Discussing 
the Cuban question, the positive statement 
is made that the vatican has never. made 
any decision or announcement that could 
be construed into an approval of the Cuban 
cause or disapproval of the conduct of 
Spain. It has suggested that where possi- 
ble the rigors of war should be mitigated. 
but under no circumstances has it uttered 
a word that might tend to encourage their 
paricidal and fratricidal strife. 

Notwithstanding this minimizing, the pro- 
nunciamento is a distinct victory for the 
reigning dynasty. The whole influence of 
the Austrian court was thrown into the 
balance to bring it about. Christina, the 
queen regent, is a Hapsburg princess and 
for her sake and the love the pope bears his 
godson, the powerful influence of the vati- 
can in Spain has been again exerted to 
gave the falling fortunes of the present 
dynasty.

On Christmas even'ng Deputy P. Poston 
- Went to Price's Store. Georgetown county, 

to arrest Sam Turner, colored. The negro 
was about to surrender when Storekeeper 
Price told him he need net if he did not 
wish. Thereupon Turner resisted. Pistols 
were drawn. Poston shot Turner through 
the abdomen, inflicting a mortal 
and wes in turn shot dead. Storekeeper 
Price was threatened with lynching. He 
barricaded h'’mself in h'‘s store and today 
fled to Georgetown, where he surrendered 
to the sheriff for protection. 

In the meantime Turner lingered in an 
outside house between life and death. Last 
night the magistrate ordered him conveyed 
to Kingstree in charge of deputies. He 
was conveyed there on a mattress in a 
wagon, his. wife and brother riding with 
him. When the wagon reached Kingstree 
a deputy went for the jailer, it being de- 
sired to put the man in jail and get the 
attendance of the physicians. As the jailer 
approached he heard pistol shots and heard 
@ woman cry: 

“My God, they have shot my husband.” 

The deputy who was with Turner «aid a 
crowd of men came to the wagon, put 
pistols against the man’s head and shot 
him to death, spattering his brains over 
the wagon. The man did not move from 
the position in which he lay. He could 
not have recovered. The coroner’s jurv 
found the killing was done by persoas un- 
‘known. Another negro charged with hav- 
ing clubbed Poston after he was shot is in 
jail at Kingstree. Threats are made against 
him.

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OTHER WATIONS THINK DIFFERENTLY 


Situation May Develop to Point Where 
United States Will Have To Take 
Part in the Affair. 


Washington, December 29.—The rapid 
movement of events in the far east contin- 
ués to be an absorbing topic in diplomatic 
circles here, particularly at the embassies 
and legations of the powers, which are 
aligning for an apparent struggie for Chi- 
nese territory. There is no further talk of 
the United States as a possible facto? in the 
contest, as the recent understanding at a 
cabinet meeting is accepted as removing 
this government from the fleid of coniro- 
versy. At the same time an eminent uu- 
thority on international affairs said today 
that a situation might develop when the 
United States would be called upon to go 
much further than protect American inter- 
ests at the treaty ports in China. ‘This e't- 
uation would come, he said, if the scramble 
for Chinese territory went to the extent of 
the extinction of China and the complete 
absorption of the old empire by foreign na- 
tions. Such was the apparent drift of the 
present movement, he said, and if it be- 
came a reality, then a condition would arise 
similar to the extermination of Poland. Po- 
land had established a precedent in inter- 
national affairs, he said, and following that 
precedent, if China was to be absorbed, 
then it was a question which the United 
States, in common with all nations of the 
world, must take cognizance of. Until this 
final movement occurred, however, it was 
plain that the United States had no inter- 
est in the fencing of European nations and 
Japan for coaling stations and ports on the 
Asiatie coast. 

In the meantime, however, the diplomats 
are much concerned in the movements of 
their respective governments. Y 

What Japanese Officials Say, 

A leading Japanese diplomat said today: 

“I do not look at the question as involv- 
ing the partition of China and no event hag 
Ocuurred thus far to indicate that China is 
acout to be divided among the powers. The 
only tangible fact is that Germany has oc- 
cupie@ Kiao-Chou bay and Russia has a 
fleet at Port Arthoar. But Germany’s action 
Was taken to coliect an indemnity for an 
indignity to German missionaries, Just as 
She enforced indemnity from Hayti. Be- 
yond this Germany may seek to establish 
a naval station at KiaoChou, and thus 


have a naval Dase of operations on the Pa- 
cific. But that does not involve the taking 
of any considerable portion of Chinese ter- 
ritory, and it is yet to be shown that Ger- 
many will take more than a coast port and 
such land immediately adjacent as to give 
the port proper facilities. If it comes to 
taking the. territory, the course of China 
must not be overlooked. While China is 
weak from a military and naval stand- 
point, yet she has an enormous number of 
men ready to take the field, while the entire 
foree of Germans at Kiao-Chou cannot ex- 
ceed a few thousand men. Even a weak 
nation is strong in defending its own ter- 
ritory. There are reports that Japan would 
aid China in an extremity, but there is 
nothing in that. Japan, doubtless, will act 
alone, if there is any reason for acting at 
all. Thus far, however, I know of no 
steps that Japan has takten, or contem- 
plateg, toward taking part in the contro- 
very.” (My impression is that she will re- 
main an independent and neutral Observer. 
Her position will be much stronger by such 
a policy that it would be by an alliance at 
the outset. As an observer, if she sees that 
the partition of China is at hand, doubtless 
she woulda have some part to take, but for 
the present there is no evidence that such 
an emergency is near.” 

Another Japanese diplomat said: 

“All the powers have known for a year 
that a secret treaty was made between 
Russ'a and China by which Russia was 
to have the right to winter her fleet at Port 
Arthur. For that reason the presence of 
che Russian ficet at Port Arthur does not 
lead other nations to fear that Russia has 
been a movement of territorial aggression 
on China. On the contrary, Russia and 
China are nearer together than any other 
two nations in the contest and if China is 
to gett any outside relief it will come from 
Russia. It is quite plain from recent events 
that Russia has rot got ready yet to have 
China partitioned, and until Russia is 
ready for that step it will not occur. More- 
over. there is a misapprehension as tu the 
Russian occupation at Port Artiur. It is 
not a land occupation, but is merely a 
quarter of the Russian fleet in the outer 
harbor of Viadivostock, ice bound without 
connection with the shore.” 


From “a Chinese Diplomat. 
A Chinese diplcmat said: 


‘The alleged cfficial statements coming 
from tthe Chinese legation have been un- 


warranted, as the legation has not receiv- | 


ed a word from Peking since the first no- 
tice was sent that a German force had 
landed at Kiao-Chou without previous no- 
tice to the Chinese government. It is felt, 
however, that many of the reports as to the

That 
Prince Henry will extend his ficld of crer- 
ations beyond Chinese waters and wiil em- 
brace Samoa and Hawiii is dismissed as 
absurd, aMhough reports of such a move- 
mem have been current.

RAILROAD TAXATION A PROBTEM 


A Wnited States Senator Must Also 
Be Electei To Fill a Vacancy. 
The Governor’s Call. 


| 


Nashville, Tenn., December 29.—(Special.) 
Governor Taylor has tssuved a call for 
an extra session of the Tennessee legisla- 
ture to meet January 17th, to consider sev- 
eral questions requiring immediate legis- 
lation. 

The immediate necessity for the call is 
the extension of the corporate limits of 
Memphis ‘n order that by building sewers 
sanitation may be improved in an effort to 
keep yellow fever out of that city. Five 
items in the call are devoted to Memphis 
matters, but the next six itefs are de- 
voted to the subjéct of railroad” legisla- 
tion. 

It will be remembered that the ra!l- 
roads enjoined state officers. from certi- 
fying railroad assessments (to the state 
oomptroller. These assessments showed 
an increased valuation of railroad proper- 
ty from $42,000,000 to $73,000,100, an iscreate 
of $31,000,000, meaning an increase cf £100,000 
taxes to the state and the same to the 
counties. . 

In this call Governor Taylor includes the 
subject of back, assessing railroad property 
for the d'fference between former afstss- 


‘ments and those of this year, and outlines 


the work of the general assembly #s being 
to remedy any defects found :n .he law or 
in this year’s assessments, to validate the 
assessments, to improve privilege taxes on 
railroads, and to pass such laws as may be 
necessary to prevent taxpayers from en- 
joining, hindering or delay'ng the n:iaking 
of assessments, certifying to assessments 
or collection or payment of t.xes, and to 
afford taxpayers contesting or “enying the 
validity or Hability adequate end proper 
remedies. 

Another subject is to amend Navshville’s 
charter so as to permit the city tv own 
Centennial park. A successor to United 
States Senator Harris ~ill be elected. Sen- 
ator Turley and Congressman McMillin are 
candidates. 


JUMPED THE RAILS ON A BRIDGE 


Six Men Injured in an Accident Near 
Chicago. 

Chicago, December 29.—An engine and 
caboose on the Chicago, Hammond and 
Western railroad left the tracks while 
crossing the bridge over Salt creek, two 
miles north of LaGrange, last night and 
plunged into eight feet of water. 

Six men were injured. They are Engineer 
William Draper, Chicago, hand crushed 
and’ ankle fractured; Fireman John Wal- 
burn, Hammond, internal injuries and 
scalp wounds; Conductor W. J. Gibson, 
LaGrange, chest crushed and burned ; 
Brakeman G. 8S. Conant, Chicago, back in- 
jured; Brakeman John Queaac, Chicago, 
bruised and burned; Foreman Robert Iff, 
LaGrange, hip crushed and slight burns. 

The engineer and fireman both jumped 
when the engine left the rails and were 
injured by falling on the ice. 

The accident is supposed to have been 
caused by spreading of the rails.

SIR JULIAN ON HIS FEET AGAIN. 


His Visit to State Department Had No 
Connection with Negotiations. 
Washington, December 29.—Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British ambassador, has 
about recovered from a long and: painful 
attack of rheumatism, which has kept him 
in bed for a good part of the last three 
months. The fact that he was able te call 
at the state deparment yesterday led to re- 
ports that coincident with Lord Salisbury’s 
declination of the proposition to siop pela- 
gic sealing Sir Julian had renewed re- 
ciprocity negotiations. His call, however, 
had no such significance, as Sir Julian did 
not know of Lord Salisbury’s answer at 
the time he visited the state department. 
As to the reciprocity negotiations they 
have progressed steadily throug Mr. 
Adam, first secretary of the embassy, and 
Sir Julian will now be able to give the 
matter personal attention. The main de- 
sire of the British West Indian coionies is 
to secure the ® per cent reciprocity reduc- 
tion on sugar. What will be offered in ex- 

change has not yet been determined. 

At the outset the purpose of the negctia- 
tions was confined to the British West In- 
dies, but the present indications are that 
efforts will be made to include Canada 
among the colonies receiving the advan- 
tages of reciprocity. How far this can be 
done in view of the failure of the Bering 
sea negotiations is not clear, but it is prob- 
able the British government will prefer to 
have negotiations embrace all the colontes— 
including Canada—instead of repeating the 
action when the last reciprocity treaties 
were framed of confining them to the West 
Indian possessions. : 


Fails of Confirmation. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 29.—The state- 
ment sent from New York that the British 
Hosiery Company of Thornton, R. IL., in- 
tended to remove to the south and locate 
a plant in Nashville cannot be confirmed 
here. Diligent inquiry has failed to find 
any one who knows of the reported inten- 
tion of the hosiery company.

Control of this line has just been obtained 
by a deal made with the owners—General 
Samuel Thomas and ‘Mr. Thomas F. Ryan, 
of New York—by which the Atlantic Coast 
Line buys the entire capital stock of the 
Charleston and Western Carolina. Mr. B.

Coast Line, said today that for the present 
the same management will be continued in 
the road. 

The Seaboard Air-Line has traffic arrange- 
ments with this road to get into Augusta, 
Ga., and Charleston, 8. C., and the change 
in control ig thought to mean some change 
in this arrangement. In some circles it is 
thought, however, that it will be continued, 
owing to the amicable feeling existing now 
between the two systems as a result of the 
Seaboard making peace with the Southern 
railway, with which the Atlantic Coast Line 
works in harmony. 

The Charleston and Western Carolina 
runs from Port Royal, 8. C., to Augusta, 
Ga., with an extension reaching Spartan- 
burg, S. C. It is regarded as a valuable 
property because of the large business it 
handies and will be an important feeder to 
the Atlantic Coast Line. At present the 
Atlantic Coast Line reaches this road over 
the South Carolina and Georgia railroad at 
Augusta from Denmark, 8. C. A more 
direct connection is had at Laurens, 8S. C., 
by means of the Columbia, Newberry and 
Laurens railroad, which is also operated by 
the Atlantic Coast Line. 

By getting the Charleston and Western 
Carolina railroad the Atlantic Coast Line 
will increase its coast terminals and with 
its present system will reach Norfolk, Wil- 
mington, Charleston and Port Royal.

Crazy Man in Gainesville Stirs Up the 
Town with a Chop Hatchet. 


HE IS FINALLY CAPTURED BY POLICEMAN 


Taken to Jail, He Spends His Hours of 
Horror in Alternate Prayer and 
Furious Threats. 


Gainesville, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)— 
Deputy United States Marshal B. B. Lan- 
ders, of the revenue service, Chief of Po- 
lice of Gainesville James A. Lyle and Po- 
liceman Henry H. Brown had an experi- 
ence today that they will not likely soon 
forget.

We have recently been commenting 
on the remarkable spell of silence which 
feli on the northern and eastern news- 
papers when the convention of southern 
/pankers and its resolutiéns seemed to 
‘offer a timely subjéct of discussion. 

That spell has been partially broken 
by The New York Evening Post, which 
discusses a few of the resolutions of the 
convention with reference solely to the 
relations they bear to the comments of 
southern newspapers. The Constitution 
discussed the resolutions on their mer- 
its under the caption of “A Long Step 
Forward,” and The Evening Post seems 
to have misconstrued the spirit and pur- 
port of our remarks. ‘We said, in effect, 
that the action of the southern bankers 
constituted a long step forward in the 
direction of currency reform, as demand- 
ed by the democrats. | 

Attention was called to the fact that 
the very men who a few months ago 
had frowned down on what they called 
“agitation,” were now compelled by ex- 
isting conditions to begin the work of 
agitation for banking reform. This we 
_Yegard as a very hopeful sign of the 
times, wholly apart from any merit or 
lack of merit that may attach to the de- 
mands of the southern bankers.. That 
they should now regard as wholesome 
that which “they declared to be danger- 
ous a few months ago, amounts to a 
very radical change of sentiment, Where 
there has been one change, there can be 
others. 

As a matter of course, we are opposed 
to the gold standard and to the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks, but these are 
questions that need not be discussed in 
connection with the resolutions. The 
people will settle the standard, and there 
isas little prospect of greenback retire- 
ment as there is that Mr. Gage will take 
Wings and fiy to the Klondike. 

Let The Evening Post be not deceived.

Repudiating the Law. 

The disclosures relative to the Chest- 
nut Street National Bank of Philadel- 
phia show a most remarkable state of 
affairs, and are calculated to open the 
eyes of the public who have been led to 
believe that it is impossible for a na- 
tional bank to evade the law. 

The coolest statement that has yet 
come to light is that which is credited 
to the comptroller of the currency in an 
interview. Mr. Eckels says he has 
known for two years that the affairs of 
the bank were in a bad shape. “One 
veer ago I could have closed the bank,” 
he says, “but it would not have done. 
It was in election time.” 

It seems, then, that politics is more 
potent to the north of us than the law. 
Mr. Eckels not only refused to close the 
bank when its condition made it his duty 
to do so, but permitted it to retain a large 
deposit of govegnment money. “It would 
not have done” to close the bank. “It 
was in election time.” Back of that state- 
ment stretchesthe field of politics occu- 
pied by the gold syndicate. The bank 
was insolvent. Nevertheless, “it was 
in election time,” and Mr. Eckels couldn't 
afford to perform his sworn duty. 

Why? Well, the answer is simple. 
Mr. Singerly, the president, was editor 
of a very influential paper that had once 
been democratic;- During the cam 
paign, however, the paper changed its 
views, repudiated its party, and proceed- 
ed to “leg” for the election of McKin- 
ley. This was what Mr. Eckels was 
doing; this is what the Cleveland admin- 
istration was doing—lending all its pow- 
er, patronage and influence to bring 
about the defeat of the party that placed 
it in office, and to secure the election of 
the republican candidates. 

Therefore, to have closed Mr. Singer- 
ly’s bank “in election time” would have 


.been to give the McKinley boom a set- 


back. For this reason Mr. Eckels did 
did not perform his plain duty a year 
ago and proceed to wind up the affairs 
of the bank. 

We have great regard for Mr. Singer- 
ly, and regret his misfortune, but his 
losses would have been less and the 
losses of those who had confidence in 
the bank would have been inconsiderable 
if the bank had been closed when its 
insolvency became apparent to the comp- 
troller of the currency. 

Delay, which was willful and unlaw- 
ful on the part of Mr. Eckels, simply 
added to the woeful wreck of the bank. 
- But, thank heaven, this is the last 
week of Eckels! 
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Efforts of Locomotive Engines. 


A significant phase of our industrial 
progress is presented in the rapidly in- 
creasing foreign demand for American 
locomotive engines. 

During the past year shipments have 
been made to various purchasers as fol- 
lows: Brazil, 100; Chile, 138; Japan, 50; 
Mexico, 25, and Russia, 150. The steady 
increase in the value of our locomotive 
exports is set forth in the following 
table:

These figures show unmistakably that 
the superiority of the American locomo- 
tive is gradually coming into universal 
recognition. Some two or three years 
ago Sir Michael Hilkoff was sent over to 
this country by the Russian government 
for the purpose of making a thorough 
study of our American railway system 
and since that time Russia has been one 
of our largest customers in the purchase 
of locomotive engines. As the result 
of a similar investigation made by Ja- 
pan, that country has also been making 
large purchases in recent years. Bra- 
zil, Mexico and Chile have been buying 
engines in this market for some time.

The Century’s Progress. 


The successful introduction of the 
long distance telephone with its net- 
work of wires stretching between the 
principal cities of the continent not only 
emphasizes the amazing progress which 
the world has made since the beginning 
of the present century, but also calls 
attention to the infinite possibilities of 
the future. 

As compared with existing standards. 
the world’s progress at the beginning 
of the century was extremely primitive 
and the two great hemispheres were al- 
most as ignorant of themselves. as they 
were of each other. There were no 
convenient facilities for traversing either 
land or water, and neighboring coun- 
tries were to all intents and purposes 
as remote from each other ag though 
separated by intervening oceans. To go 
from one part of the United States to 
another, especially in undertaking to 
cross the great plains, not only required 
weeks of slow and tedious travel in 
rumbling: stage coaches, but exposed the 
inmates of these crude vehicles to con- 
stant danger along the journey. 

But with the changes which the nine- 
teenth Ts has brought about, the 
various hindfances to travel have been 
overcome, and nations can now exchange 
visits with each other as freely and as 
comfortably as neighboring cities of the 
same locality. First of all the great 
inventions to overcome the barriers in 
the way of closer union between the 
scattered portions of the globe was Ful- 
ton’s steamboat. This came into ex- 
istence with the young century; and 
though it met with serious difficulties at 
the start, its trophies are today scat- 
tered upon all the seas. There is scarce- 
ly a cove or bay in either hemisphere 
which is not familiar with the steamboat 
Next to this pioneer invention came the 
locomotive engine with its ponderous 
smokestack and its vigorous piston rods. 
With the aid of this invention the con- 
tinent has been completely subdued, and 
the two great oceans which lave its op- 
posite shgres have been virtually 
brought within sight of each other’s 
surges. What is true of this continent 
in the network of iron rails which trav- 
erse it is also true, inalarge measure, of 
foreign continents. Even the heart of 
Africa itself is beginning to throb with 
the pulsations of the locomotive en- 
gine. Next in order came the telegraph 
followed by its next of kin, the Atlantic 
cable, and later on by the telephone. In 
view of what these inventions have ac- 
complished toward bringing the scat- 
tered members of the human,family into 
closer touch and sympathy, is it at all 
extravagant to say that the century 
which is now closing has substantially

products of other nations; but 
with facilities for transportation 
which have followed in the wake of the 
nineteenth century, nations have become 
mutually dependent upon each other. 
and every portion of the globe is today 
in some measure tributary to every other 
portion. In our own markets can be 
found the products of almost every clime 
under the sun, while in foreign markets 
the same observation ig likewise true; 
and what has made this interchange of 
products possible but the marvelous in- 
ventive genius of the nineteenth cen- 
tury? 

But what of the future? When we 
can sit in our quiet offices and leisurely 
converse with parties in New York, Chi- 
cago, Boston and other. great centers 
of trade and commerce, is it possible for 


the mind to impose any limit upon what- 


the future may bring forth? Already 
the telephone is making itself felt in 
the commercial affairs of the country, 
and President S. R. Calloway, of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railway, complains that one reason for 
the marked falling off of passenger traf- 
fic during the past year is due to the 
growing popularity of long distance tel- 
ephones. As time advances, the use 
of these long distance telephones will 
become more general. Will it come to 
pass that passenger traffic will be re- 
stricted almost exclusively to sight-see- 
ing? What other changes will come 
about ip the course of time can only be 
conjectured, but in view of the marvel- 
ous achievements which the nineteenth 
century has brought to pass, the prophet 
of today can hardly do less than predict 
manifold wonders for the twentieth. 
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Great Britain and Chemulpo. 

With the announcement that Great 
Britain has stationed seventeen war ves- 
sels at Chemulpo, on the western coast 
of Corea, directly across from Port Ar- 
thur, it becomes apparent that events 
in the far east are rapidly approaching 
a serious crisis. 

As the first outcome of the situation, 
it is not at all unlikely that Great Brit- 
ain and Russia may come to blows with- 
in the next few days; and in that event, 
the matter of partitioning the Chinese 
empire ig more than apt to be side- 
tracked for some time. 

In order to fully understand this lat- 
est wrinkle in the situation, it is neces- 
sary to make some inquiry into the char- 
acter of recent happenings in Corea. 
Since the close of the late Chino-Japan- 
ese war, Russia has been gradually ex- 
tending her national infiuence into 
northern China and the Corean penin- 
sula. Some two or three months ago, 
she dispatched troops to Corea for the 
purpose of quelling an insurrection 
against the government; and on the 
score of this timely service, she has 
since virtually taken possession of the 
government. . In proof of her acquired 
control over the affairs of the peninsu- 
la Russia compelled the Corean govern- 
ment some few days ago to dismiss ‘its 
British financial adviser and to appoint 
a Russian in his place. -As this change 
of advisers directly concerned Great 
Britain, who had up to that time been 
active in the management of Corean af- 
fairs, it is not surprising that she should 
have felt constrained to protest against 
Russia’s. unwarranted usurpation. In 
drawing up her war vessels at Chemulpo 
she files notice upon Russia that she 
must abandon her control of Corean af- 
fairs, and it remains to be seen what 
answer Russia will make to this chal- 
lenge. 

In the event of hostilities between 
Great Britain and Russia, the former 
power can rely upon the assistance of 
Japan, which has never felt kindly toward 
Russia on account of the action of that 
power in preventing her from reaping 
the full benefit of her victory over Chi- 
na. With the combined fleets of Great 
Britain and Japan arrayed against her, 
Russia is placed at a most decided dis- 
advantage, and unless other powers are 
dragged into the contest, she is more 
than apt to get the worst of it. If Rus- 
sia is compelled to fight Great Britain 
and Japan single-handed and is so un- 
fortunate as to be out-generaled in the 
struggle, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that her coveted dream of terri- 
torial aggrandizement, so far as it applies 
to Asia, may be rudely dispelled, and 
that even her great railway enterprise 
may be denied terminal connection with 
the sea. But this is purely specula- 
tive. Russia is not without resources. 
and she may yet succeed in outwitting 
her adversaries. For the time being, 
the eyes of the world are withdrawn 
from the map of China and fastened 
upon the movements which are rapidly 
taking shape in the neighborhood of 
Corea. Should Great Britain and Rus- 
sia actually come to blows in Asiatic 
waters. who can predict what the out- 
come of the struggle will be?

That committee 
won’t deny that every new cotton mill 
and almost every other new factory which 
has been located or talked about since. the 
constituticnal convention was defeated, 
has been located at Kensington, Ga., 
Chickamauga, Ga., and Rossville, Ga. 

Rossville has no fight with Chattanooga. 
Our interests are identified. We have the

Editor Constitution—As a citizen of this

test. However, when Mr. Cannon, of Rock- 
dale, succeeded in passing ‘“‘an act to re- 
quire all promissory notes or comtracts 
taken for patent rights to express in the 
face thereof the thing purchased,’’ forbear- 
ance ceased to be a virtue, 

The commissioner of patents estimates 
that $6,000,000,000 are invested in, or based 
upon patents. Patent right notes and con- 
tracts will be taken just the same. 

It ought not to be out of place_to state 
for the information of the late Georgia leg- 
islature that more than one hundred years 
ago, after the declaration of independence. 
the people met in Philadelphia in national 
convention and framed what is called the 
constitution of the United States, which 
was in. turn ratified by all the states and 
by congress, and it became the law of the 
land. The ¢onstitution conferred upon 
congress, not upon the legislature of Geor- 
gia, the power to make laws concerning 
patent rights, and the laws of congress de- 
clare that a patentee who complies with 
said laws on the subject has a right to go 
into the open market and sell his property. 
We who have secured patents on our im- 
provements have heretofore thought. and 
still think, that our contract is with the 
United States government and that the 
States have no right to annex conditions 
to the grant. The United States court in 
the case of John Robinson, held that such 
laws of states as interfere with the sale 
of patent rights or require patentees to 
comply with forms or which release the 
payee of ordinary notes of hand given for 
patents, are unauthorized, unconstitutional 
and void and that offictals who interfere 
with the free sale of patents are liable in 
damages and other punishment.

City Comptroller Goldsmith at Work On 
His Annual Repert. 


TREASURY IN GOOD CONDITION 


A Good Sum Is Now on Hand and No 
Money Borrowed. 


CITY ENGINEER FIGURES YEAR'S WORK 


Chief Veal on the Health of the Com- 
munity for Past Twelve Months, — 
The Reports. 


City Comptroller Goldsmith is working on 
his annual report of the work in his de- 
partment and will have it campleted by 
the lst of January. The majority of the 
facts and figures are already secured, and 
they tell an interesting story of Atlanta’s 
financial condition and how she has s0 
successfully paid all her bills and kept 
money in the treasury during the last 
twelve months. : 

The city has perhaps never been in bet- 
ter financial condition than at present. 
This is due principally to the efficient man- 
agement of her officials under the direction 
of Mayor Collier and to the new eystem of 
tax paying instituted by the mayor. As a 
result of this last experiment the city was 
not forced to borrow one cent to meet ac- 
tual expenses during the entire year and 
there is now $239,171.36 in the treasury. 

The bonded debt. amounts to $2,952,500. 
The value of her property is considerably 
over $5,000,000. The excess of the assets 
over the liabilities is over $2,000,000. More 
money was paid out last year than was re- 
ceived, but there was the sinking fund to 
draw on, and the officials experienced no 
trouble in securing ready cash at all times.

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REPORT OF CITY ENGINEER. 


Splendid Showing Is Made by Captain 
Clayton. 

Captain Clayton, city engineer, Ras near- 
ly completed his annual report. The fig- 
ures show the last twelve months were 
among the busiest in the history of the mu- 
nicipal government, and much good work 
has been accomplished. The showing made 
by the department reflects credit on Cap- 
tain Clayton and his assistants. 

The report will be published in pamphlet 
form and will be of great value to real es- 
tate men, civil engineers and contractors, 
especially the system of maps therein show- 
ing the location of all street, sidewalk, 
curbing, sewer and water pipe improve- 
ments during the last year. Captain Clay- 
ton carefully reviews al the work done, 
giving the exact cost up to date, and the 
grand totals of all improvements that come 
ynder his supervision. 

The figures show that more sewers were 
laid and more streets paved in 1897 than in 
the previous year. The sidewalks and ¢urb- 
ing are about the same. Advancement in 
the construction of bridges has not been 
so rapid, only one having been erected at a 
cost of $8,734, on Bell street. Old bridges 
have been repaired, however, and the plans 
have already been drawn for the new Mitch- 
ell street viaduct. 

There were 6.73 miles of sewers laid in the 
city during 1897, at a cost of $35,975.35. Of 
these 1.47 miles were trunk sewers, built 
at a cost of $15,743.52; 5.26 miles were lateral 
sewers, costing $20,231.83. 

This makes 72.59 miles of sewers laid in 
the entire city up to the present time, at a 
cost of $746,529.91. There is no other city of 
the same size in the country that has a 
better sewerage system than Atlanta. 

As to Sidewalks and Curbing. 

Last year 4.15 miles of curbing and side- 
walks were laid in the city limits at a 
cost of $26,655.81. There were also 1.73 miles 
of tile sidewalks laid, at a cost of $16,761.07, 

The total number of miles of sidewalks 
and curbi laid in the city prior to 1897 
was 196.28 miles, costing the city $626,232.23. 
The grand total of sidewalks and curbing 
laid up to date is 200.43 miles, at a total 
cost of $652,888.04. 

As to Street Paving. 

There were 1.14 miles of streets paved in 
the city in 1897, at a cost of $39,601.66. 

Prior to last year there were 61.81 miies of 
paved streets in the city. 

This makes a grand total of 62.95 miles of 
paved streets at the present time, having 
cost $1,908,682.18. ‘This record dates from 
1880, as no figures before that time are 
recorded in the city engineer's office. . 

The total expediture on the above men- 


‘tioned departments for 1897 was $127,727.89. 


The entire expenditure of the city on — 
department up to the present time is $3,308 
100.138. 


BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT. 


Past Year Has Been One of the Health- 


iest in City’s History. 

Secretary Monteith, of the board of 
health, is compiling statistics cf the mor- 
tality and general health of the city dur- 
ing the last twelve months.

PRAYED FOR TWELVE HOURS

House Was Surrounded by Angry 
Paulding County Moonshiners.. 


OFFICERS WERE TORTURED BY ANXIETY 


After an All-N ight Siege, Deputies. 
Escaped and Walked to Dallas. 
The Thrilling Story. 


But for a woman’s prayers, two revenue 
cdllectors would have been assassinated in 
Paulding county Tuesday night by an angry | 
mvb of fifteen moonshiners. The situation 
in which Deputy Collectors Pat H. Moore 
and J. S. Whatley figured, and their escape 
from the moonshimers, smacks of fiction 
more than fact, ‘but the story is true in 
every detail, they say, and, like a melo- 
drama of the stage, brings a satisfactory 
climax. 

These two reverlue officers, among the 
most fearless and most trusted in the em- 
ploy of the goverment in Georgia, left At- 
lanta Monday night for Douglas county. 
In that county they succeeded in destroying 
three stills and then proceeded into Pauld- 
ing county, a veritable hornet’s nest for 
government officials. 

After several stills had been destroyed, 
the hackman was ordered to leave at the 
point of a pistol. Fifteen men, heavily 
armed with pistols, shotguns and rifles, and 
accompanied by bloodhounds, pursued the 
thoroughly frightened negro four miles, 
firing into the air and sending after him a 
volley of oaths. 

Finding their hack gone, the officers went 
to a farmhouse for the night, not know- 
ing of their peril. Just at dark the mob of 
moonshiners reached the house, surrounded 
it, thus cutting off all opportunity of 
escape, and then demanded the surrender 
of the officers. | 

Old Mrs. Smith had permitted the officers 
to occupy a room for the might, never 
dreaming of the danger she was bringing 
to her household when she became the 
hostess of the strangers. But when she 
heard the oaths and the muttered threats, 
she realized the situation. She knew the 
character of the men composing the mob, 
and she knew there was no safety for her 
guests unless she could appeal to the moon- 
shiners and ask for mercy. 

Kneeling upon the threshold of the cot- 
tage, this old woman prayed to the mob. 
Above the rattle of the pistols and the 
oaths of theimen, her voice trembied in 
prayer. From sundown until daylight, the 
aged woman prayed that the men would 
not act lawlessly. 

The two officers within were well armed, 
but they were powerless to cope with’ the 
mob, and they knew that resistance was 
useless. The house had been completely 
surrounded and escape was impossible. 
When midnight came there was no change 
in the situation. -The men were on guard, 
pacirg back and forth around the house, 
firing their weapons into the building and 
loudiy talking of the attack that was to 
be made at any moment. 

At daybreak, in response to the prayerful 
appeals of the old woman, the mob with- 
drew, affording’ the first opportunity for 
escape that had ccme to the imprisoned 
officers within twelve hours. 

The Story of the Siege. 

Tuesday had bean a busy day with the 
officers in Paulding county, and they had 
b2en more succe3c ful than they had antict- 
pated. Many stills had fallen into ruin and 
wreck under the well-directed blows of 
their axes. 

When Moore and Whatley left the swamp 
that lies m‘dway between Dallas and Rock- 
mart, they were surprised to find their 
faithful hack driver missing. Deep ruts in 
the mountain road showed where the 
vehicle had passed around the bend in the 
road and down beyond the ford of the 
mountain stream. 

The guide was missing. A felt hat in the 
road, the footprints of many men and a 
satchel belonging to the officers were found 
indiscriminately scattered here and there. 
The officers saw they had been discovered, 
and instantly realized that the moonshiners 
had been at work, put they did not dream 
that anything serious was about to occur. 

Finding that they were left in the moun- 
tains, they decided to search for a place 
where they could lodge for the night, in- 
tending to continue their tour of destruction 
the next morning.

At the home of old lady Smith the officers 
found a spare bedroom and a heart wel- 
come. 

The story of the siege and threatened 
violence is vividly told by the officers, who 
reached Atlanta yesterday and filed their 
report of their work in the mountains. 

“We had been in the house only a short 
time,”’ says Deputy Collector Whatley,

“ The officers claim they know seven of 
the fifteen men, and warrants will be sworn 
out this morning and a special posse will 
be deputized to serve the warrants if it is 
thought there is any further danger. 
Officers Moore and Whatley are determ- 
{ined to prosecute the moonshiners, and Mrs. 
Smith, the hackman and the guide, if the 
latter is foufid, will be summmoned to appear 
as witnesses when the case is reached. 


THE THIEVES WERE OFFICERS. 


Mconshiners Went To Scare Off Sup- 


posed Thieves and Were Caught. 

The gathering of moonshiners in Judge 
Broyles’s courtroom yesterday morning 
made a scene that for picturesqueness has 
been seldom equaled. 

The moonshiners were all grown men and 
ali of them belonged to the moonshine 
type of Georgia crackers, that is so dis- 
tinct and different from every other class 
or kind of people in the state. Only three 
of the crowd were charged with making 
illicit booze and the others were on hand 
as witnesses. 

The three prisomers were F. M. Gray, 
N. B. Hanson and L. J. Dale. The trial 
was interesting because of the curious and 
striking characters who took part. Dale 
was acquitted, but the other two moon- 
shiners were bound over. The men were 
brought here by Deputy Patterson, of Car- 
roll county. They had been making the bug 
juice on a rather large scale in Carroll, 
the officers say. When the officer made 
the raid he found several hundred gallons 
of beer and a lot of singlings on hand. 
Besides this, there were seventeen fer- 
menters. 

The moonshiners were detected in a very 
shrewd way. Deputy Patterson went to the 
distillery which he had located and decided 
to attract the owners of the still in a way 
which he had tried with some success be- 
fore. He made considerable racket at the 
still and the owners hearing the noise, 
came down, thinking that some one was 
trying to steal the still. The officer prompt- 
ly nabbed them. They acknowledged that 
they had been running the still that day. 


GOVERNMENT RECEIPTS HEAVY. 


Mcnthly Statement Will Show Excess 
of Receipts and Expencitures. 
Washington, December 29.—The forth- 
coming monthly statement of the govern- 
ment receipts and expenditures will show a 
material increase in the receipts from both 
customs and in the revenues. Today’s in- 
come from the customs alone was $735,567, 
the highest figures reached since the new 
tariff law went into effect. Several times 
during the last few weeks ‘the customs 
revenues have exceeded $600,000 and accord- 
ing to the expectations of the treasury offi- 
cials these figures will be fully maintained 

for an indefinite period. 

The increase from customs this month 
probably will exceed November by $2,500,000 
or $3,000,000, which wil! leave a surplus for 
the month. Independent of the receipts 
and payments on account of the Pacific 
railroad transfer, the total receipts this 
‘month would have exceeded the expendi- 
tures by approximately $1,750,000.

Herrington is charged with be- 
ing an accessory, and he is not so much 
wanted as Carter, who is said to be the 
principal. 

as Carter is well connected, and has in- 
fluential friends to help him, the officers 
are afraid that if he is admitted to bond 
he will never come to trial. 

A few days ago Carter’s father-in-law, 
Mr. D. H. McCoy, of Brentwood, came to 
Atlanta and made oath that ke was worth 
more than $10,000, and he was allowed to 
sign a bond for $1,000; but befcre the bond 
could be given two more warrants were 
sworn out. Mr. McCoy was ready to bail 
out Carter on both these bonds, and as he 
was making preparations to do so, Carter 
‘was indicted in Macon by the grand jury. 

' One of the warrants in Atlanta chargés 
Carter with arson, but no bail was ever 
fixed im this case. 

It is said that if Carter succeeds in mak- 
ing bond in Macon he will be indicted in 
Wayne county, where the car was burned. 

In fact, it looks as if he is to be indicted 
along down the line, all the way from 
Atlanta to Brentwood. 

The story of the capture of Carter and 
Herrington has already been fully told in 
The Constitution. He was suspected of 
burning a freight car at Brentwood. He 
had been in business at Fitzgerald, and his 


wood, and later reported to his creditors 
that the stock had been destroyed in a 
freight car fire. A car had been burned, but 
Detective Connolly, acting as a clerk for 
Carter at Brooksville, Fla., where he had 
moved after the car-burning episode, dis- 
covered that the goods alleged to have 
been burned in the car at Brentwood had 
been shipped to Brooksville. Then follow- 
ed the arrests and the bringing of the men 
to Atlanta last Saturday night.

COLLECTOR RUCKER TALKS OF THE AFFAIR 


He Says He Is*Not Responsible for 
the Unique Effort To Oust 
Mr. Payne. 


The story of the strange methods adopt- 
ed by the republicans to force Mr. Ww. 
P. Payne to give up his position at the 
custom house created a sensation around 
that building. 

It looks now as if Mr. Payne will lose 
his job, if he does not resign. The repub- 
licans are determined to force him out, 
and they offered him the alternative of 
cleaning up the building or handing in his 
resignation. As he has refused to do the 
menial work assigned to him he will be 
reported for disobeying orders. 

Collector Rucker dénies the responsibility 
of the methods used to oust Mr. Payne. 
He says that he did not ask for Mr. Payne's 
removal and that he does not know who 
invented the scheme to get him out; that 
the first intimation he had of the matter 
was when he received instructions from 
Washington asking him to assign a certain 
part of the custom house to Mr. Payne to 
clean up and keep in order. Mr. Payne at 
first went to the collector of customs and 
told him that he thought the authorities 
at Washington had misconstrued the law 
relating to the duties of chief janitor. He 
refused to do the work and told Collector 
Rucker that he would appeal the matter 
to the civil service commission. 

The regulations do not prescribe the 
technical duties of chief janitor, but read: 

“The labor incident to cleaning several 
portions of the building, taking up and lay- 
ing carpets and putting up and taking 
down awnings will be performed by the 
janitor or his assistants.”’ 

The authorities have construed this as 
meaning that the chief janitor should per- 
sonally do some of the menial labor in- 
stead of only superintending the work of 
the four assistants. Mr. Payne has been do- 
ing clerical work since he has been in 
office. He has had an office on the first 
floor of the custom house and has kept 
all the accounts of his department. When 
Collector Rucker was installed as custodjan 
he found that the law read that the chief 
janitor should not be allowed to do this 
kind of work, and he wrote to the depart- 
ment at Washington asking if it would not 
be proper to assign to a clerk the work Mr. 
Payne had been doing. He has not yet 
been instructed as to the proper course in 
this matter. Mr. Payne is still doing this 
clerical work. 

The effort to make Mr. Payne resign was 
all that was discussed at the custom house 
yesterday. The general opinion seemed to 
be that he would have to do the labor 
assigned to him or be discharged. Mr. 


Payne will appeal to the civil service com-

There Is a Lonely Woman, a Dwarf, 
an Idiot, a Demented Woman, 
Two Cripples, ‘“Uncle Nat.” 


ARRESTING THEM 


» 


The are seven old characters of police 
notoriety who are exempt from fines in 
the recorder’s court. They are vagrants 
upon the streets who are a public nuisance, 
but who are wrapped around with a mantle 
of such abject wretchedness as to appeal 
too strongly to human sympathy to allow 
them to be sent to the city stockade. 

Yet there are times when the police are 
forced to arrest these people,but they know, 
and all connected with the police depart- 
ment know, the recorder will turn them 
loose. Whenever one of these cases are 
called there is a smile upon the recorder’s 
face. He calls up the ‘fortunate unfor- 
tunate,”’ and with a lecture that is meant 
to be stern and awe-inspiring, he tells him 
to go and sin no more. 

The most widely known of this aggrega- 
tion of police pets is the noted Mrs. Wood- 
sides, the lonely worhan in black who has 
been standing on the street corners of At- 
lanta for many years. At one time she was 
accompanied by her deaf-mute son Mack, 
who is now being educated in an asylum. 
Lately she takes up her apparently aimiess 
vigil all alone. Time and again the police 
have sought to run her off the streets and 
time and again they have taken her before 
the recorder. Judge Andy has never fined 
her. He always says: 

*You just might as well not bring this 
poor demented creature before me, for 
will not treat her like a criminal She ought 
to be in the poorhouse.”” 

Donnell, the Dwarf. 

Donnell, the dwarf, not the old man, who 
is also a dwarf, but Donnell, the younger, 
is about the smallest’ thing in the town to 
be as troublesome as he is when he fills 
up his little brain with the essence of al- 
cohol. Many times has Donneli appeared 
before the recorder, and not a time yet has 


he ever been fined. He invariably makes | 
a speech, and he thinks his forcible appeal | 


to the court is what géts him off. 
Judge Andy knows well how worthless 
would be this piece of diminutive mortality 
to the chaingang boss, and sending him to 
the stockade wou!d be useless expense to 
the city. 

So Donnell. the dwarf, goes free with a 
lecture and poses as a police pet. 

Uncle Nat White. 

Old Uncle Nat White, one of the cotton- 
headed, humble negroes, a relic of the days 
before the war, has many things to plead to 
secure executive clemency. He is very aged 
and infirm; he is one of the ‘ol’ massa nig- 
gers:’’ be is harmiess when drunk and hum- 
ble as a dog, and last, but not least, he 
was reared in the same county (Coweta) 
where Judge Andy himself was born.

Legiess Uncle Bob. 


Bob Martin, an ola negro who cannot 
claim Coweta county as his birthplace, nor | 
is he one of the “inassa nigg@rs,’’ but he 
8 baldheaded and infirm and has lost both 
egs. Uncle Bob gets drunk about once a 
month and has to be taken off the streets. 
There is no use to make a case against him, 
for he will not be fined. There is no use 
to fine the old negre, for he cannot strike 
a lick of work. He harms no one, not 
even when he is drunk. 

And so he takes his place among the 
“fortunate unfortunates.”’ 


Roams Upon the Streets. 

For neariy three years there has been 
roving about the streets of Atlanta a half 
demented negro woman. She has no home, 
and sleeps about in vacant houses or wher- 
ever she can find a place to rest. During the 
day she begs scraps at the negro restau- 
rants. 

The woman has been arrested several 
times for vagrancy, but she has come 
within Judge Andy’s “exempts” and is 
now coneldered one of the seven stars of 
police favor. She is known by the name 
of Mattie Henderson. 


John L. Sullivan’s Namesake. 


Some time ago the police used to arrest an 
idiotic negro youth who whenever he ap- 

eared in the police court would walk up to 
Judge Andy and yell out: 

“What's yer name?’ 

Ppa if this did not satisfy him, he would 
add: 

“What you doin’ here?’ 

The negro’s name was ‘never ascertained, 
so the police got to calling him John L. 
Sullivan. Just why he was given this title 
no one knows, for he is small and half 
deformed. But as John L. Sullivan he is 
now Known all ur and down Decatur street. 
About once a week he calls at the police 
barracks and pays his fespects to the offi- 
cers with hf one stereotyped salutation: 

“What’s yer name? What you~ doin’ 
here ?’’ 

Sometimes when the weather is bad the 
negro is brought in by a policeman as an 
act of humanity, but no one thinks of 
placing him under arrest.

A CONVICT WITH A STORY 


Lee Hanson Passes Through Atlanta 
in His Stripes. 


SHOT A MAN EIGHT YEARS AGO 


His Striped Clothes of a Fine Mate- 
rial—Hopes Soon To Get a 
Pardon. 


There slept at the police barracks last 
night a man who wore the stripes, but the 
cloth was not of the cheap, coarse grade 
usually worn by convicts. The man was 
Lee Hanson, and he was no ordinary con- 
viet. For six and a half years Hanson has 
worn the stripes, and if the finishes his 
sentence he will wear them three anda half 
years longer. And it was all caused by a 
little game of cards. 

There t a most interesting story in the 
life of Hanson. About e'ght years ago he 
left his home in Conyers and went to Deca- 
tur, where Sam Jones was holding a re- 
vival. He got into a game of cards off in 
the woods with Will Hightower, and when 
he won Hightower’s morey there was a 
quarrel. The row resulted in Hanson send- 
ing a pistol ball into Hightower’s body, 
dangerously near the heart. He was found 
gvilty of assault with intent to murder, 
and was sent to tue penitentiary for ten 
years. 

For seven years he has ruin the engine at 
the Chattahoochee brickyards, and has 
always been a trusty. But he had to wear 
the stripes, and he was allowed to have a 
uniform of the kind made out of finer 
material than that allotted to common 
convicts. ; 

A short while ago Hanscn was sent to 
Midville to put up some machinery, and 
later he was sent to Richwood to superin- 
tend the erection of a sawmill. He was 
brought to Atlanta last night to be taken 
back to the brickyard. 

“T have my papers all ready for a par- 
don,’”’ Hanson said to a reporter last night, 
‘and I believe I will be made a free man. 
I shot Hightower because he hit me on the 


head with a heavy hickory stick. Just feel 
this hole tn my head.” 


He dropped his head down and the re- 
porter felt a sink in the back of the skull. 
Hightower, the man who was shot by Han- 
son, is still living at Decatur.

Landrum, & C. Hendrix, George Muse and 
Mr. E. P. Chamberlin.: The financial situa- 
tion of the tabernacle was thoroughly dis- 
cussed and plans suggested by which it 
could be made to etafid and not be torn 
down, as had been decided by the incor- 
porators of the Atlanta Tabernacle Asso- 
ciation. 

It was determined that the tabernacle 
should stand, and that the forty shares at 
$25 a shafe should be sold.

Major Smyth Is Determined To Give 
Atlanta a Splendid Mail 
Service.

Atlantians will soon be able to read their 
| morning mail before breakfast. 

Postmaster Smyth has been working on 
a new system of mail delivery for some 
time, and in a few days, when he e@ets it 
perfected and in operation, the citizens 
within the free delivery jurisdiction of the 
Atianta postoffice will get their mail} ear- 
licr than ever before. 

The new postmaster has been working 
on a great many improvements in the 
office. He has already had the mail deliv- 
ered to the resident portions of the city 
nearly an hour earlier than heretofore, but 
he expects to have a regular system of ear- 
ly delivery. 

Thousands of people living in Atlanta go 
to work between the hours of 5 and 7 in 
the morning. Of course these people do not 
get their maif unt!l after these hours and 
they have to wait until they go home for 
lunch or at night’to get mail, Then a 
great many business people like to have 
their mail at their office when going to 
work in the morning, and heretofore they 
been forced to wait until about 9 
o'clock to get the mail. 

The exact details of the new delivery sys- 
tem have not yet been perfected. Major 
Smyth is figuring the matter out so as 
to have the system work like a clock, and 
he expects to please Atlanta with the mail 
service better than ‘thie city was ever 
pleased before, 

The overworked clerks of the postoffice 
are now getting a slight relief. They have 
been exceedingly busy through the Christ- 
mas holidays, but the heavy traffic is now 
growing lighter.

A WNine-Year-Old Boy Meets a Tragic 


Death. 


WAGON DRIVER UNDER ARREST 


No One Saw How the Child Was Kill- 
ed—It Is Believed He Fell from 
the Wagon. 


Yesterday afternoon a few minutes before 
1 o’clock a wagon, driven by Lon Foster, 4 
negro, ran over and killed Karl E. Cham- 
bers, the nine-year-old son of Johm P. 
Chambers, a carpenter. The tragedy Oc- 
curred on McAfee street, near the corner 
of Simpson, and appears to have been an 
accident for which the negro was not to 
blame. . 

Foster was driving a wagon loaded with 
dirt, which was being taken to a vacant 
lot on Mills street. As he was driving 
along McAfee street he heard Mr. A. B. 
Holmes cry out to him to stop, and he 
looked back, as if unable to decide whether 
he was the person hailed or not. 

Mr. Holmes was the first person to dis- 
cover that the boy had been run over. He 
saw the child lying in the street, and at 
first thought he nad stumbled and fallen 
while playing. Secing that the boy did not 
move, Mr. Holmes went to him and at once 
saw that he was seriously injured. The 
little fellow was taken up, but died before 
a residence could be reached. 

No one saw just how the accident oc- 
curred. The wagon had passed over the 
boy’s neck and head and had broken the” 
neck and cut a gash on the shoulder. As 
there were no eye-w!tnesses, it could not be 
ascertained whether the child was run ove 


while playing in the street or whether he 


was riding on the wagon and fell off; but 
the latter theory is supposed to be correct, 
as the children in that neighborhood have 
been in the habit of jumping on the wagons 
as they passed. 

Foster was arrested and locked up at the 
police barracks to awa‘t an investigation by 
the coroner. He stated that he did not 
know how the boy was run over. He had 
noticed no one in the street, and he sup- 
posed the boy climbed into the wagon from 
the back and was trying to jump off when 
he was run over. He felt no jar from the 
wagon and heard no outcry. 

The body of the child was taken to the 
father’s residence, No. 129 Mills street.. If 
an inquest is decided upon, it will be held 
this morning some time. 

Foster is in the employ of A. B. Holmes 
and Henry Grant, and was driving one of 
their drays when the accident occurred, 


GREEN’S WOUND IS FATAL. 


His Holiday Hunt Will Cost Him His 
Life. 

Edward Green, who was accidentally shot 
while out hunting day before yesterday, is 
not expected to live. Last night his physi- 
cian, Dr. Avary, stated that while Green 
was resting as well as might be expected, 
he did not see how it was possible for him 
to recover. 

Green was not taken home, as has been 
stated, but was left at a house on Fowler 
street, near North avenue, he being too ill 
to go any further. 

He has been living with his uncle, Mr. J. 
H. ‘Green, of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, who resides at No. 145 Currier 
street. His father is dead. He is about 
nineteen years of age, and has been in the 
employ of the Moncrief-Dowman company. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, he 
went out hunting with his friend, Marshall 
Moncrief, a son of Patrolman Moncrieff, and 
while holding both guns one of them was 
accidentally discharged, just how even he 
himself could not tell. Moncrief was in a 
ravine at the time looking for a bird he 
had shot. 

Young Green is a nephew of Patrolman 
F. C. McEntire.

The First Day Will Be*Devoted to De- 
ental Examinations—Sec- 
ond to Railway Mail Service. ° 


Beginning this morning and lasting for 
two days, the top floor of the custom house

Tomorrow the railway mail service exam- 
inations will be made.

The same examiners will con 
duct both examinations.
